COLUMBUS, May 11 (AP)—A permanent 12-member un-Amer- 


ican activities commission has been proposed for Ohio.

It may have been legally proper to dismiss 


the lottery law violation filed against Legion 
Post 4 for operating bingo. The "test case" 
handed to Municipal Court wa« carefully tail- 
ored to meet legal »pecification«. 


But it would take a stupid public, indeed, 


to believe that the" case was a typical example 
of the way bingo is conducted. 


Everything about H was too pat—a man with 


the slips to show exactly how much was col- 
lected, a woman from the Cancer Society to 
testify that the «ociety got every penny that 
was taken in, officials from the Legion to swear 
the man in charge of the game was simply car- 
rying out his assigned duties. 


It was a perfect case for its purpose. The 


hands of the judge and the prosecutor were 
tied—they had to abide by the letter of the 
law. They had to show tomeone had made in- 
dividual profit, and they couldn't do it. 


That, of course, wa« the whole point of the 


case—to show that bingo is untouchable under 
certain circumstance*. 


The circumstances here are woith a second 


glance. The American Cancer Society loaned 
It* name to the enterprise as the beneficiary. 
To us, that was a mistake on the part of the 
Society if it i* interested in retaining the pub- 
lic'* esteem. It it the first time in The Re- 
view1* knowledge that the Society has found it 
necessary to re*ort to this kind of support, and 
we feel the campaign has been cheapened in 
an important degree. 


It is the fir*t time, too, that we've heard of 


Post 4 running a bingo game for a single, ex- 
plicit beneficiary. 
In the past, when the post 


ha* wanted to help a fund-raising drive—and 
U help* a lot of them—it has made the appro- 
priation directly out of its treasury, or put on 
a public dance, a* it ha* done on occasion for 
the March of Dimes, 


This instance, to us, was devised for a par- 


ticular purpose, and dosn't represent normal 
practice by the Legion, or any of the other 
group* which find it profitable to include pub- 
lic bingo in their programs. 
Such question* 


can't be debated in court, but they certainly 
enter into the public'* consideration of a case 
that fits all the legal measurement* like a 
glove. 
( 


If all bingo were run like the«case given to | 


the court—collection «lips on demand, a certifi- 
cate from the beneficiary, all of the employees 
donating their time in the name of service to 
mankind—the Kefauver committee would have 
been stoned out of existence as nosey old soul- 
ftavers. 


We don't believe all garnet are run that way. 


We don't believe the public thinks so, either 
We have a secret hope that the police turn out 
to be just as shrewd as these other fellows, 
and come up with a case that won't look quite 
so perfect. 


GENERAL DOUGLAS MacAr-

ations against the Communists." 


NOW, LET us go back to Jan. 


11. On that day, a new five-point 
"cease-fire plan" was supported 
by the United States, but criti- 
cized by Soviet Russia. This plan 


introduced a resolution for the 
United States to withdraw from 
the United Nations if Soviet Chi- 
na were seated and that Presi- 
dent Truman be directed to de- 
fend Formosa.

excellent report of Senator Kefauver'* commit- 
tee in cynical terms. Its wealth of detail and 
its many conclusions and recommendation* are) 
not new material.

change very little and the remedies are obviouf. 


But this report and the investigation which 


preceded it were valuable contributions to th« 
public interest. It is well to have these activi- 
ties, of which most of us are well aware, spread 
out in detail with names, dates and place*.

country of an illicit industry with profits of bil- 
lions and peopled by unprincipled scoundrel* 
i* a disgraceful reflection upon all ol u».

tion, which issued it, said the 
order affects millions of com- 
mercial and personal service op- 
erations doing more than 10 bil- 
lion dollars worth of business 
yearly. 


It also covers thousands of 


amusement and recreational es- 
tablishments and industrial serv- 
ices with a volume of business 
also running into billions of dol- 
lars annually. 


The regulation makes little or 


no change in prices service trades 
have been charging under the 
general price freeze. The O.P.S 
said the order retains prices ef- 
fective in the base pricing period 
of last Dec. 19 through Jan. 25. 


The order is effective May 16. 


Ceiling prices must be posted 
prominently within 30 days after 
that. . 


For any service etablishments 


which have raised prices without 
intent to violate the genera 
freeze order, the O, P. S. said i 
will mean a rollback. 


Besides the requirement thai 


retail service prices b* posted 
the order requires that a rfate- 
ment of ceiling prices also mur 
be filed with the O.P.S. district 
offices. O.P.S. officials said this 
provision should help in enforc- 
ing the order.

the order are prices of barbers

the impeachment of Arias was 
constitutional.

took positions behind them. Pro- 
Arias snipers were posted at 
vantage points throughout the 
city.

jected Colonel Remon's order that 
he quit the palace. 


The battle was joined when 


Arias supporters in the upper 
floors of the palace opened fire 
on a police guard occupying the 
first floor. 
The city's streets 


were deserted as both sides bat- 
tled with machine guns, rifles, 
pistols and grenades. Police re- 
inforcements fought through to 
the palace, but it took them an 
hour' to get through the barri- 
cades. 


After Colonel Remon threat- 


ened death to all in the palace 
unless Arias surrendered, his 
cabinet gave in. Soon after, the 
president, unhurt but "pale and 
fearful" in a bloodstained white 
suit, was taken. 


His wife, former government 


minister Jose Clement* de Obal- 
dia, former finance minister Nor- 
berto Zurlta and other aids were 
jailed with him. A crowd jeered 
and cursed as they were taken 
into police headquarters.
